_the small town of Danville, to 
which the patient was carried on 
horseback from her wilderness 
home 60 miles away. Lying on a 
plain wooden table under the seda- 
tive effect of a few opium pills, 
the woman sang hymns in a qua- 
vering voice while McDowell and 
two assistants operated. 

The operation, as both surgeon 
and patient knew, was extremely 
dangerous. Nevertheless, McDowell 
managed to remove the tumor and 
close the incision with complete 
success. The mob outside, mercuri- 
al in temper as most mobs are 
cheered when it heard the news. 

The patient lived to be 78 years 
old. The pioneering surgeon lived 
too, to perform 11 more such 
operations, 10 of them successful 
—an amazing record in a period 
before anesthesia or antiseptics.
